A cavent Prios
testing agninat the probute of the will was
filed several months ugo by the widow,
Loulse B. Evans, who, with her ohild, wans
desertod by the testator In August, 1913,
when he left his home 1 this clty and took
up a realdence at Atlantle Clty,

In making dispoaition of his estate, the
testator Ignored his widow entlrely, and
left mont of his property to & Mrs Kath.
arine Farrell, who hns admitted Nving with
him as his wife at un apartment on Atlantie
avenua at the shore resort. Hecause ol her
husband's actions, Mre. Evans started di
vorce proceedings, which were pending at
the time of his death.

When the will was drafied the testator
made a miscaloulntion and left Mra Farrell
i |arger incomo than the estate would pro-
duce, unless n portion of his property, dsed-
od to his wife prior to thelr estrangement,
is recoversd and added to what he owned.
